trumvirate was a varicd and chequered period. 
Passing in his finals, Chang Chih Tung was made 
n Censor, and in this dignity he was joined by his 
two companions, With the vista ot life opening 
before them in.all its rosy coloured bues, the’ 
young ‘aspirants to political distinction’ went 
enthusiastically to work, condemning the corrupt 
practices of metropolitan rule, and not forgetting 
todeal trenchant blows at the most powerful 
satraps'oulside of Peking. To the memorials of 
these three youthful officials, who’ were now 
Joined. by two others, ‘whose nates have 
escaped: us the Throne’ geacrally gave heed, 
and a‘ reign of terror for cvil-doers  suc- 
ceeded the d2but of the young Censors, who 
‘henceforth were popularly styled the “ Five 
Tigers." But inquisitive Censors who have 
no sympathy for the feelings of Princes and Pre- 
sidents of Boards at Peking, although feared, are 
also disliked, so that no’opportunity. is lost, when 
a vacancy occurs outside the capital, to transfer 
these “ guardians of Peking liberty”. to fill them, 
And so when the Kuldj: difficulty with Russia, 
came on the boards in 1872, and with it the 
memorials ‘of all patriotic Censors crying out 
“War tothe knife!” Chang Chih-tung’s famous 
State. Paper was published in the Peting Gazette 
and appended..to it, was the flattering remark of 
‘Her Majesty, the Dowager Empress, styling 
Chang “The Guardian of his country's. fair 
name.” Chang Chih-tung’s name was now made 
inthe eyes of.the world. This was whathad been 
prayed for by his encmics, who were never sure 
of themselves so long as the master mind of the 
‘’ Five tigers "remained in Peking and so at the

This appointment of ‘Chang Chib-tung was 
considered to be merely a sop to Cerberus. 
“Temptation was placed inthe way of the rising 
statesman. He was still poor,—too poor even ti 
buy the bocks'of which he was so ‘carnest and , 
devoted a reader.; It became the purpose 
of his enemies to try whether the imma- 
culate and~ fearless) Censor would _prac- 
tice the virtue he had'so'consistently preached. 
He was then nearing his forticth year, and was 
proof against temptation. He found the pro- 
vince groaning under the extortions of previous 
governors, and especially suffering under, the 
grasping rule of Ts¢ng Kuo Churn, his prede- 
cessor, whom report says “‘ out-heroded Hérod ” 
in his exactions. Chang Chih-tung came as a’ 
declared reformer ; he swept away many abuses, 
which earned for him the gratitude of the 
common people, whilst on the other hand, he 
inaugurated a new system of taxation affecting. 
the bankers and wealthy traders, which evoked 
Gurses, not loud but deep,,, Yet such was the 
tact the .new Governor showed, that the mare 
clear-sighted amongst his greatest opponents 
in the proylnce of Shansi, saw the usclulncss of 
the new régime, and afterwards became voluntary 
contributors ta the public works of the province. 
The surplus of.all his undertakings being always 
sent to Peking, which was in sore need of money. 
After Chang Chih-tung had governed Shansi 
for a little over six years, China was again 
thrown into a state of excitement, owing to the 
French attacks on Annam and Tonquin. Re- 
membering the former patriotic, utterances of 
Chang Chib-tung, the Throne sumrnoned him to 
Peking to’ give the Government the benefit of 
his shrewdness and sagacity, He accordingly 
left Tai-yuen fu,’ the capital of Shansi, in the 
winter of 1883, accompanied by the food wishes 
and regrets of the whole population of the pro- 
vince. Ffom Chinese newspaper accounts of: 
the time, it is said that the people of every town 
accompanied the departing governor in immense 
crowds for forty /# (ten miles), holding burnin 
incense. in their hands, or, in other words’ 
treating himas a “joss.” [tincertain, however, | 
that he Jeft the province in a much more pro- 
sperous condition than when he entered it six 
‘years. '‘previously, enriching at the same time 
the Government Exchequer by three and half 
milllons taels of good “ sycee” silver. At this 
time, Chang Pei-lun, plaginrizing the old copy of 
Chang Chib-tung’s memorial of 1878, gave a 


bombastic account of what Ae. could do if placed

same rank being awarded Chang Chih-tung in 


the province of Kwangtung, This'was in the 
Spring of 1884. It is well known what a buckram 
warrior Chang Pei-lun_ proved himself to be, at 
the destruction of the Chinese war vessels in the 


Min river by the French ‘fleet under Admiral, 


Courbet in August, 1884, and how the Govern- 
ment relegated him to well-merited oblivion. 


| The following incident illustrates the vast. 


difference between the two Imperial Commis- 


stoners, When it was settled that Chang Pei-lun 


was to go to Fubkien, .and Chang Chih-tuog

Chang Shu-sheng died 
shortly afterwards at Whampoa, “from an attack 
of duver-breught on by, exposure. “Chang Chih 
tung had now a free hand, so forming himself 
into n Committee of Ways ‘and Means, he soon 
filled the Wepleted Treasury, by unorthedox 
methods which the exigency of the’ times 
alone ‘could justify,, but ‘which the Vicerny- 
himself was heard to say on. the conclusion 
of peace with France, he would enforce again, 
ten "times over,.even on his own native 
townsmen, under like circumstances “if his 
country demanded it.” His plan was'to get a list 
of the wealthy men of the provinces of Kwang- 
tung’ and Kwangsi, from whom he demanded 
a,tenth of the value of their possessions to sup- 
port the troops under arms. « Failing obedience 
to this requisition, he ordered the closing up of 
the Ancéstral temples of the rebellious plutocrats, 
saying that ‘their fithers would be ashamed of 
such mercenary conduct on the part of their 
de‘cendants ; it was their country that demanded 


‘this, and wherens now but Sne tenth was asked 


for to. assist in their defence, they would lose the 
whole if they fell into the hands ofthe enemy |” 
And such is the power of the stigma that revts 
on a family whenever an ancestral temple is 
closed, (/éng is the Chinese phrase) that members 


of the clin will even go about barefooted 


begginy, in.order to obtvin the amount requited 
to reopen its doors ence more. Nor can this 
method be made an every-day pretext for the: 
greedy official, Nothing but extreme danger to 
the country could justify such a step, and the 
unwary official who, without extraordinary cause 
tried on such a game to raise money, would find 
banishment only alight punishment by compari- 
son, should his conduct getto thecarsof the Peking 
Government. Thissystem of taxation, of course, 
was an adj :net, as it were, fo the many shifts, 
Chang Chih-tung was com;.clled to resort to in 


raising funds for the support of the troops, and 


providing armament, etc, ctc,, in Kuangtung and 


the border districts between Kuangsi and 
Annam, But in justice to the Viceroy, it must 
be acknowledged that at the termination of. the 
war, he reduced much of the taxation that had 
been heaped on the devoted heads of the people 
of Kwantung, .and the closing. of Ancestral 
temples now “remain bit as a hideous dream '” 
in the memories-of the despniled. * 
» ‘After the canclusion of peace, Chang Chib-tung’ 
devated his time and cnergies to the completion of 
those liberal ideas h¢ had always advocated while 
but a poor Censor at Peking. He had always 
complained that the river way between Peking and 
Tungchow should b : dredged and embanked; and 
so Canton has bren fortunate cnough to have part 
of its river “-bunded,” -It was his intention to 
continue ‘the work right up to the dividing line 
between, Shameen and the Chinese quarters, 
but this project-his carly departure will now 
frustrate. Railways His Excellency has always 
championed—but railways. constructed , by 
Chinese capital The Kowloon-Canton Railway 
would have -been an accomplished fact last 
year, but: for this unfortunate prejudice, for 
with all his natural shrewdness and tact, he 
cannot see that: une the “tone” of Chinese 
hanged, Chinese merchants 
‘and m:n of wealth, with. an experience of 
twenty’ centuries before ‘them, will never: 
entrust their hard-gotten gains into the hands of 
the majority of their rulers, Of Chinese capital, 
there is no doubt that almost unlimited amounts 
are available, and Chang Chih-tung could obtain 
the usc of them, but only through reliable Euro- 
peanagencizs. Atleast, this is the'case so far as. 
the southern part of China is concerned, A corrés- 
pondent wrote us.a few weeks since, that the 
Chinese capitalists in he’ North had already 
subscribed funds for the ‘proposed Kuangtung 
railway, but from our personal knowledge of 
Chinese at,Canton, we fear that, His Excellency 
will be disappointed in this matter, : 
With all his official faults, or what to European 
and American eyes appear to be faults, and they 
are nodoubt many, Chang Chih-tung has always 
commanded our admiration and respect for his 
thoroughly tested honesty, his unswerving patrio- 
tism, and blunt, straight forward way of calling a 
spade a spade; a habit by which very few officials 
dare to render themselves conspicuous. under the 
folds of the Dragon flag. When Chang Chib-, 
tung first exercised bis Vice-regal functions
